DETAILED ACTION 

In response to the amendments filed on 4/17/08, no claims have been amended. Claims 
1-39 are pending in the current application. 

Double Patenting 

The obvious double patenting requirement with respect to U.S. 6,634,945 is retracted as 
the priority date of the patent is not before that of the priority of the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-39 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art of record, Glavich fails to qualify as prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as the effective filing date of Glavich is September 28, 2001. The present application claims 
priority to U.S. 09/906,283 (now U.S. Patent No. 6,632,140) was filed on July 16, 2001 and 
discloses the subject matter defined by claims 1-26 and 28-39. 

In the next closest prior art of record, Barrie discloses gaming device having indicators or 
symbols which are positions on a playing field such as in response to a game event which persist 
from one round of a game to a subsequent round or rounds of the game. However, Barrie does 
not fairly teach or suggest the indicators from to repeat the spin of games until a predetermined 
number of reels to be deactivated in order to end the play of the slot game. Therefore the instant 
invention provides an game method and apparatus that provides a novel improvement through a 
different game play than what has been previously shown in the prior art of record. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
